Looking down the 
table of imports at Tientsin, for instance, 
we seo Lhat every important article of 
foreign trade was more largely imported 
than in the same quarter of 1883, and,

of the transferred shares. The defen- 
dauts in the action contended that 


original holders ouly meant those to; 


whom the shares in the stock of the 
Bank bad been originully allotted. Me, 
Justice Chitty held that the words 
original bolder wust be construed intheir 
striot sense, and meant the first takers 
of the shares, and that the provision in 


A olause in the Charter of | 


the charter did not apply to subsequent 
trausferrers, It appears from the short 
report of the ease in the London and 
China Hupress, that Mc. Justice Chitty 
held that not only was the grammatical 
menuing of the words in question quite 
plain, but that the words were the best 
which could be fonud to express the 
first takers of thoshares. The Charter 
of the Bauk, so far from coutaining 
any ooutext which would control the 
meaning of the words, actually con- 
tained a coutext which tended to show 
that they were used as meaning a first 
taker or allottee, In fact, the words 
that could most appropriately express 
the first taker has been used. This is 
the clause iu the Charter—“ And fur= 
ther that in all onses in which shares 
of the Corporation stock are traus- 
forred the responsibility of the original 
holder of the transferred shares shall 
coutinue for six calendar mouths after 
the date of the transfer.” The effect 
of the reversal of tho judgemont 
of Mr, Justice Chitty should be to 
improve to some extent the position 
of the general creditors of the Bank. 
Of course we know nothing of the two 
parties to tho suit brought by the Of- 
cial Liquidator, or of the ciroumstances 
under which they sold their shares bofore 
the liquidation began. The whole 
transaction may lave been porfectly 
straightforward, but it has been found 
before that many wenlthy aud solvent 
shareholders in Banks, and other oom- 
panies which were in a daugerods 
condition, did transfer their shares to 
peoplo not 80 well able to pay calls as 
they wore, and not unfrequontly to men 
of Straw ; gentlemen whose addresses it 
was difficult for liquidators to ascertain. 
Vory probably n good deal of that sort 
of Linusfers were effected shortly before 
the Oriental stopped payment, and the 
fixing of tho linbility ow their shares on 
all who held stock within six months 
of the suspension will be likely to 
incrense tho amouut paid ander the 
calls, It has, we think, always been 
understood that transferrers of sharos 
in joint stock bauks, not registered 
ander special Acts of Pacliameut, did 
remain under a Jiabil regard to 
theie shares for some time after they 
had completed the transfer, and the 
decision of the Court of Appeal is i 
conformity with that view.

|'Tue French commander lins adopted a 
step which be no donbt con 
enlenlated to have a very startling 
effect upon the authorities at Peking. 
In announcing rice to be contra- 
band of war, he will stop all supplies 
to the Capital, and in thus apply- 
ing the screw to tho metropolitan 
province, and a considerable part of 
North-China, he evidently calculates 
| upon securing a bloodless victory for 
j his arms, That this result will follow 
we must all hope, in the interest of all 
concerned—even including the Chinese. 
Of course Admiral Courbet has not 
decided upon this step without fully

considering nll contingencies. How 
long—to pat it with a certain bratal 
frankneso—will it take to starve the 
Chinese into submission? ‘That the 
sudden stoppage of supplies will trouble 
them, and sober them, is, we think, 
indisputable, But it mnst be remem= 
bered—what, no doubt, Admiral Cour. 
bet knows full well—that the Imperial 
graunries in Peking are supposed to 
have stored in them rite sufficiout to 
miaintain the Capital for three yeara; 
aud that, although it is possible enough 
that the stores do not actually amount 
to so mucb, there can be no question 
that there is a sufficient quautity of 
rice lying in those interminable blocks 
of gedowns in the eastern part of the 
city to keep the peuple going for at any 
rate eighteen mouths, aud to provide 
part of the rations for the troops, Be« 
sides this, it must be remembered that 
rice is not the staple of the common 
people in the worth in the same seuso 
and to the same extent as in the 
southern and central provinces, The 
Inbouring classes live almost exclusively 
upon the bright yellow millet which 
grows so luxuriautly on the plains of 
Chibli; excellent and nutritious ont~ 
meal, too, is to be had in abundanco 
all the way from Kalgan to Peking ; 
and broadstuffs form a by no menus 
inconsiderable element in the food even 
of the poorest. ‘The cultivation of 
millet, which furnishes so largo aon 
amount of nourishing, coroal dict, is 
proverbially easy, aud Dr, Williams 
tells us that, whilo the crop is highly 
prolific, no fewer than ten thousand 
kernels have been couuted upon a single 
spike, In fact the whole district may 
bo said to be largely self-supporting, 
aud when wo take into considerns 
lion the enormous supply of pork, of 
vegetables, and, in the winter, of 
game, it is difficult to see that the 
interruption of the rico-supply from 
the south is likely to starve the 
people out in the course of a few months, 
Faol, too, is abaudunt, and now that 
Prince Ch‘un's coal-mines aro to be 
counected by railway with Peking the 
price of it will be materially reduced ; 
for hitherto it bas been conveyed to the 
Capital on camele, ‘The ornamental hill 
in the Palace grounds, with ite trocs, 
and spiral walks, aud elegant pavilions, 
is said—with what trath we know not 
—to be actually made of coal, and this 
in view of a possible siege. ‘The oou- 
test will therefore be a waiting race, 
nnd we hesitate to believe, ourselves, 
that tho result of the French action 
sill be as immediate and as complete 
as might be expected. But of one con 
sequence there oan we fear be but little 
doubt. ‘Lhe fact that all merchant. 
vessels will be liable to overhauling in 
order to seo whether there is any rice 
on board may have a prejudicial effeot 
upon the uorthern spring trade, and, 
indeed, do more harm to foreign houses 
than good to the French. Sach @ restric: 
tion, ifearried out, would amouut in fact 
almost toa blockade of the Gulf of 
Chibli, In the first place, it will 
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deprive a large number of steamers 
of freight worth tons of thousands of 
taels. It may also alarm tho Tientsin 
traders in Shangtai eo grently that 
they will not dare to purchase goods 
for their coustituents in the north; 
and when we consider that the usual 
orders have beeu seut home by mer- 
chante bere, and that shipments have 
already atrived or aro now arriving, 
the bills agaiust which will have to be 
taken up, we linve no need of farther 
proof that something little short of rain 
to many persons will eusue. It is true 
that many merchants do not take this 
gloomy view, and that stocks to-day 
are considerably short of what they 
were this time last year, We do not 
wish to write as alarmists, and sincerely 
hope that our predictions may uot be 
realised ; at the same time we think we 
arojustifiedin placing before our readers 
what, at any rate, are possibilities, Ame- 
rican oitizens protest, indeed, that by 
the refusal of tho Uuited States to co- 
operate with European Powers in the 
Congress of Paris in 1856 their vessols 
will be exempted from tho general 
embargo. If this be 80, the French 
notification will prove valueless to a 
vory Inrge extent; but it is difficult to 
believe that so important an exception 
will be made in ® case of contraband, 
and wo await with interest au occasion 
whioh shall put this theory to the test, 
‘Tho notification issned by M. Patendtre 
the moruing aftor we had invited him to 
take the step which forms the subjeot 
matter of it, is courteously aud coucis 
liatorily worded, and bis assurance that

THE MUNICIPAL HEALTH DEPARTMENT, 
We think we should bo shirking a very 
obvious duty if no attention were called 
in these columns to the remarkable 
speech delivered by Dr. Jamieson at 
the recent mooting of Ratepayers. It 
is not necessary to dwell upon the 
shooking details given in that speeoh— 
dotnils which are fresh in the memory 
of all our readers ; for those who heard 
what was said on that occasion are not 
likely to forget it, and hitherto, at any 
rate, no denial of an official and public 
character has been made to the allega- 
tions. It is rather as a grave and 
deliberate accusation that the speech 
of Dr. Jamieson calls for notice; au 
accusation of a very serious nature, 
not new itideed to those of us who 
have studied the Customs Health Re- 
ports during the past few year 
olenrly aimed at either the Municipal 
Council or ite Health Officer, “Ihave 
frequently pointed out,” said Dr, Jamie- 
son, “that the nominal sanitation of 
this place is simply detestable. It 
would be disgraceful if it were uot 














farcical. What it consists in, Ido not 
know that anybody could tell me. I 
bave taken some time to find out where 
the sanitation comes in, bat I can find 
no trace of it, It is etriotly confined 
to the appropriation of certain salaries, 
the money for which would be better 
bestowed on any other charitable pure 
pose.” IE all the detnils given by 
the Doctor in the former part of 
his speech are acourate, the sentenses 
wo have now quoted are no more th 
just; and that those details are accurate 
inust, under the circumstances we have 
named, be allowed, ‘The question, then, 
for the publi to consider is, who is to 
blame?

ANNUAL MEETING OF RATEPAYERS, 





(Report concluded from last issue.)

I think that is a poiut on which 
some of the medical gentlemen in the 
Settlement can give a very much better 
opinion than I can my: But in this 
moderate proposal I think the Ratepayers 
might, without any da give us their 
support.

NAVAL BNGAGEMENT—TWO CHINESE MEN-OF- 
WAR DESTROYED, 

The rumours of a naval engagement 
betweon the French aud Chinese which 
have been flying around the Settlement 
during last week were confirmed on Wed- 
nesday (18th) hy the arrival of the tug-boat 
Ful-lee, Capt. C. McCaslin, which return 
fcom the scene of action ata m, on the 18th 
instant. She left here early on Saturday 
morning, aud arrived at Montagu Taland at 
4 o'clock on Sunday afternoon (15th), China 
New Year's day. On her arrival ale camo 
upon the French fivet cruising, and was 

tely boarded by a ateam-launch 
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from the Adimiral’s ship Beyard ; but the 
officera in‘charge of the launch refused to 
give any intelligence as to what had been 
done, or as to the whereabouts of the 
Chinese fleet. ‘Tho Fuh-lee was, however, 
allowed to proceed, and on Monday mor: 
ing she entered the Sheipoo Roads ai 
came upon the wrecks of two of the v 
of th» Chinese fleet. Que of the 
23-yun frigate Fu-yuen.

tho hands of the French. "Tho Fuh-lee left 
at 6 o'clock on Tuesday morning (17:h), thy 
Frouch fleet being then out of sight, and, 
aswo have alrondy stated, arrived hereabont 
twenty-two hours Inter. By the courtesy 
of those who were on board during her 
expedition we have been euabled to gather 
the following particulars of th en- 
agement which ended so disastrously for 
the illeatarred Yu-yuen and Ch'éng-ching. 
‘Tho Chinese Fleet, or Relief Squadron, 
comprising the vessels Nan-shan and Nan- 
shui (Gorman-built rams), Kai-chi, Yar 
yen and Chéng-ching left Shanghai on 
the 28rd January, for the ostensible pur- 
pono of raising the blockade of Formosa ; 
but instead of purauing this object 
they made very slow progress down th 
coaat til they got to the Sheipoo Roads, 
keeping to the weat instead of going to the 
east, ‘The morning of the 13th February 
found the fleet at anchor inside of Monta- 
uu Inland, ‘They got up steam at five 
o'clock in the morning, and were under- 
weigh at aix o'clock bound for Chusan. 


























































Iminediately after starting, and roun 
ing uthern end of the island, the 
Frouch fleet was reported in sight and pro- 











pared for action. ‘The Chinese Admiral,
